The La Salle 
pumper is unserviceable. 

Our fire department was 
called to extinguish a grass fire 
last week on Michigan and 
Maple, an area where seyeral| 
new homes are under construc- 
tion. The department was for- 
tunate’ enough to extinguish! 
this fire with brooms and shoy- 
els as their only aid. 


Last Saturday afternoon, a 
second fire took place. This 
time at the home of Mr, Steve 
Zojac on Matchet road, near, 
the golf course. The Zojac| 
family was in Windsor when a 
neighbour, Mr. Homer Lepine, 
observed smoke and flames in| 
a shed 20 feet back of the ga- 
‘rage which was only 9 feet! 
from the Zojac home. 
"Mr. Lepine called the Lal 
Salle Fire Department, and 
then attaching a garden hose, 
commenced to extinguish the 
fire which had by this time 
progressed to the garage. 
Shortly, the La Salle Fire Dept,| 
arrived with only two 21% gal. 
extinguishers with which to 
combat the fire. The shed was| 
completely destroyed, while 
the garage was saved.

garage burned, the home would] 


have been in a disastrous posi- 
tion. The nearest hydrant was' 


three-quarters of a mile from| 


the Zojac home, so without a 
pump and booster tank, very 
little could have been done to 
save the house, had it caught’ 
on fire.
